It is clear now that the Old 


eneral Election within a few 
ays. It will be an event of 
unprecedented character in Home 
politics, because it will be mark- 
ed by the appearance of the 
Sroup tysiem, long familiar ino 
Continental politics, bur a new 
feature in Britain. The war 
brought change from the time- 
bonoured contests between Con- 
servatives and Liberals by 
ecessitating # coalition. Parties 
practically disapseared. True, 
the last seventeen years have 
witnessed the Bromth of the 
Labour Party, but, remarkable 
83 its progress has beeg since the 
days when its first memter, Mr. 
Joha Burns, constituted “a party 
of one,” Labour Has not hitherto 
been a formidable. rival whan it 
Came to the formation cof a 
Ministry. The 1919 Election saw 
the.separation o! cértain Liberals 
from the Coalition, but, numeric- 
ally, the * Wee Frees” have ben 
almost insignificant. 


The position is row reversed. 
Instead of the Coalition, we find 
the bulk ot the members of the 
Legislature splitting up, aod, not 
into the old simple, clean-cut 
division between Conservative or 
Unionist, on the one hand, and 
Liberal, on the other, bur into 
sundry sub-disisions which can- 
cot at the moment bz defined 
with precision, Thus, we. have 

e ultra-Conservative Rroup, as 

most be regarded in these 
ays, whose leader is tobe Mfr, 
onar Law.

Constitutional Reform. 


As will have bees seen by a 
telegram from our Singapore cor- 
respondent yesterday. the Gav. 
ernor of the Straits Settlements 
took occasion during the Budget 
speech to announce an impend- 
ing measure of constitutional re- 
form. The probability is that 
during his recent visit to Eng- 
land, Sir Lauracce conferred with 
tha Imperial authorities on the 
question. Woe sbould not ba 
surprised if, our own Governor 
participated in like discussions 
whilst at Homa in regard to the 
Hongkong demands, and if no 
announcement is forthcoming 
before his return of the conces- 
}sions to ba made, we may at any 
Tate expect to hear samething de- 
finite shortly afterwards. The 
chief point of interest with 
Tegard to the Singapore Gov. 
ernor’s statement is that there 
is no intention of abolishing 
the’ Official Majority. The pre 
sumptiob. therefore, is, as we 
have again and again suggested, 
that there will be no Unofizisl 
Majority for Hongkong either. 
For we know of no reason why 
this Colony should be granted a 
more thoroughgoing measure, of 
teform than our Southern neigh- 
bours.. As thechief sock argu- 
rient of the Hongkong Keformers 
is that popalar npinion gets short 
pshrifc by reason.of the Official 
tredominance on the Council, it 
would seern.in view of Singagore’s

Minorities Given a Chance. 


Te seems probable, however, 
that some measare of reform m ay 
be granted us. That there is room 
for reform we have never denied, 
but the kind of reform we favour 
is of a more democratic type 
then that suggested by the C.B.a. 
foll. We are up egsiost plural 
yoting, which we should have 
in operation here were the C.R.A. 
Programme adopted. So far ag 
Singapore is conceroed there does 
no: appear to be any Intention of 
iccreasing the number of Euro- 
pean Unofficisls—at least, there 
is no mention of sucha s:ep in 
our correapondent’s cable. But 
the Chinese are to have their 
Tepreseatation increased and, 
‘whatis more,the Eurasian, Maley 
and British-Indian communities 
are to be given representatives. 
This suggests that the Home 
authorities fevour reform giving 
minorities an opportunity to safe- 
guard their particular interests, 
and in that sense there is much 
to commend in the proposals, 
especially since the. official 
Majority is to be preserved,

Swiss stex’s Mistake, 

After 80 years" occupation of 
Bangkong as a British possession 
it is rather startling to be infarme 
ed thatitis only a Treaty Port 
and subject to the changes in 
postal matters brought about by 
the recent Washington Con- 
ference.

henceforth cease! : 

It is to bs feared thatthe Post-. 
tmaster-Genera) in Berne thinks: 
Hongkengis a part.of Chine and 
has included this Colonp in the 
Ust of Treaty Ports whieh aco — 
shortly to losa their Pos: Offices 
as a resultof the decisions of the 
Washington Conference. The 
shutting down of these Post 
Offices is to take place on the 
3th. November. We learn that 
to avoid the blunder that would 
deprive Hongkong af mail con- 
nections with Switzerland, our 
Postmaster-Gonoral bas tele- 
graphed back to the Berae official 
pointing out the error. 

Mistakes of this character are, 
we leara, fairly. common. Mr. ° 
S. B.C. Ross. told a Telegrupa re 
porter yesterdsy how the 
practice of addressing - 
envelopes “Hongkong, China” 
has given rise to frequent 
delays in the dalivery of mail 
matter from Home.
